T he U nion Depot. 


T o th e Edito r o f th e R e p u b l i can : 
In d iscu ssing the su bject of the loca­ 
tion and erection of a Union passenger 
d epot, reference ou ght to be had to the 
conv enience of those companies who are 
ex pected to bu ild the stru ctu re. 
Many 
of ou r citizens at the first thou ght 
wou ld say the d epot shou ld be at the 
present location of the 0.» H. A I. sta­ 
tion ; and this was the point generally 
tav ored at the time the C„ W. A M. su b­ 
sid y was v oted . 
Bu t it m u st be conced ­ 
ed that the change of the rou te of entry 
by the C., W. A M. Co. has pu t an en­ 
tirely d ifferent face u pon the m atter. 
If the C., W. A M. had come in along 
the iine of the G., H. & I., as first con­ 
tem plated , then three road s wou ld hav e 
centered at the present site of the C .f 
H. & I. d epot—namely the O., H. & I., 
the C., W. A M. and J., M. A I. 
Bu t 
the change brings the C., W. & M. in 
along the line of the Ft. W., C. A L. 
ro ad and makes the mo st central point 
at the ju nction of the Ft. W., C. & L. 
and C., H. & I. 
By this arrangement 
fou r road s will center at that point, 
namely :C., H. & I., C., I., St. L. A O., C., 
W. A M. and F t. W ., C. A L ., thu s 
fix ing the point of greatest conv enience 
for the railroad s at that place. 
The bu ild ing cou ld be placed in the 
sou theast angle, east of the F t. W ay ne 
track and sou th of the C., H. A I. track, 
on the grou nd nex t to B rann’s lu m ber 
y ard . 
Approaches m ight easily be pro­ 
v id ed from Elizabeth or T hird streets on 
the sou th; and by ex tend ing Oliv er and 
W ashington streets north, approaches 
oou ld be fu rnished from the north. 
This location wou ld enable fou r road s 
to reach the central point withou t the 
ex pense of bu ild ing any new tracks, 
withou t hav ing to bu y any right of way , 
and withou t hav ing to remov e any bu ild ­ 
ings. 
In this respect it is far su perior 
to the C., H. A I. present location, 
inasm u ch as to enabie the fou r road s 
m entioned to reach that poiu t along 
the C., H. & I. track, wou ld requ ire 
the pu rchase of right of way and re­ 
mov al of the saw mill and school d esk 
factory , stock pens and freight hou se 
and wou ld practically d epriv e the C., H. 
A I. of y ard facilities. 
It wou ld , more­ 
ov er, necessitate the backing ou t and in 
of trains on three road s—all for the sole 
objeot of hav ing the Union d epot at the 
present site of the C., H. A I. station. 
The companies who are to be asked to 
pu t u p the money for the Union station 
will probably not be able to see the ex ­ 
treme d esirability of su ch a scheme. 
The location at the Ft. W. and C., H. 
& I. ju nction is equ ally as conv enient to 
the city as the present V., G. A. R 
d epot or the present J., M. A I. station. 
It is only abou t two and a half squ ares 
fu rther from the Cou rt Hou se thau the 
present C., H. A I. station. 
It is on one 
of the principal streets lead ing into the 
city and in a part of town toward s which 
the fu tu re growth of the place m u st ex ­ 
tend . 
At the point herein proposed it wou ld 
be au easy m atter for the J . M. A I. 
trains to reach the Union d epot, as they 
oou ld ru n to and from it on the tracks 
of the C., H. A I. and F t. W ., C. & L. 
road s by constru cting the necessary con­ 
nections. 
The d esirability of hav ing a 
Union Station at this place is acknow­ 
led ged by v ery nearly all of ou r citizens. 
It wou ld certainly be a great conv en­ 
ience to the trav elling pu blic. 
W hether 
or not the companies can be ind u ced to 
joiu in a m ov em ent of the kind , remains 
to be seen. 
If it is to be d one at all, 
now is the tim e to d o it, when the new 
road is coming in and arrangem ents are 
being mad e to accommod ate the new 
enterprise thu s introd u ced to the city . 
No d ou bt the people of the town can 
and ou ght to ex tend some influ ence in 
the m atter, bu t they shou ld not set ou t 
to ask the railroad companies to u nd er­ 
take schemes u nnecessarily ex pensiv e 
and of d ou btfu l ex ped iency , su ch as 
wou ld be the location of the Union 
Station elsewhere that the place herein 
proposed .

SERM ON B Y Dii. T A LM A G E 


HE 
PREACHES 
ON 
THE HANGING 
OF PROUD HAMAN. 


M a n y 
Y e a r » 
H a ve 
P a s s e d S i n c e 
T h a t 
Event, b ut Its Story Is Full of Lessons 
for Us Today—The D octor’s Discourse 
in Full. 


B r o o k ly n, May 2 5 .—In the Brook­ 
lyn Academy of Music this morning, 
after the preliminary ex ercises which 
in this congregation are considered as 
important as any of the others, Dr. 
Talmage preached from the tex t, “So 
they hanged Haman on the gallows 
that he had prepared for Mordecai.”— 
Esther vii, 10. 
Following is his ser­ 
mon in full: 
Here is an oriental courtier, ab out 
the most otFensive man in Heb rew his­ 
tory, Haman b y name. 
He plotted 
for the destruction of the lsraelitisb 
nation, and I wonder not that in some 
of the Heb rew synagogues to this day, 
when Hainan’s name is mentioned, the 
congregation clinch their fists, and 
stamp their feet and cry, “Let his 
name b e b lotted out!” Haman was 
prime minister in the magnificent 
court of Persia. 
Thoroughly appreci­ 
ative of the honor conferred, he ex ­ 
pects everyb ody that he passes to b e 
ob sequious. Coming in one day at the 
gate of the palace, the servants drop 
their heads in honor of his office; b ut 
a Heb rew, named Mordecai, gazes upon 
the passing dignitary without b ending 
his head or taking off his hat. 
’He was a good man, and would not 
have b een negligent of the ordinary 
courtesies of life, b ut he felt no respect 
either for Haman or the nation from 
which he had come. 
But he could not 
b e hypocritical, and while others made 
oriental salaam, getting clear down 
b efore this prime minister when he 
passed, Mordecai, the Heb rew, relax ed 
not a muscle of his neck, and kept his 
chin clear up. 
Because of that afFront 
Hama11 gets a decree from Ahasuerus, 
the dastardly king, for the massacre of 
all the Israelites, and that, of course, 
will include Mordecai. 


h a m an s plo t f o u n d o u t. 
To make a long story short, through 
Queen Esther this whole plot was re­ 
vealed to her husb and, Ahasuerus. 
One night Ahasuerus, who was afflict­ 
ed with insomnia, in his sleepless hours 
calls for his secretary to read him a 
few passages of Persian history, and 
so while away the night. 
In the b ook 
read that night to the king an account 
was given of a conspiracy, from which 
Mordecai, the Heb rew, had saved the 
king’s life, and for which kindness 
Mordecai had never received any re­ 
ward. 
Ilaman, who had b een fix ing 
up a nice gallows to hang Mordecai 
on, was walking outside the door of 
the king’s sleeping apartment, and was 
called in. 
Tho king told him that he 
had just had read to him the account 
of some one who had saved his (tho 
king’s) life, and he asked what reward 
ought to b e given to such a one. 
Self conceited Ilaman. supposing 
that he himself was to get the honor, 
and not imagining for a moment that 
the deliverer of the king’s life was Mor­ 
decai, says: 
“Why your majesty 
ought to make a triumph for him, 
and put a crown on him, and set him 
on a splendid horse, high stepping 
and full b looded, and then have one 
of your princes lead the horse through 
the streets, crying, ‘Bow the knee, 
here comes a man who has saved tho 
king’s life!’” Then said Ahasuerus 
in severe tones to Haman: “I know 
ail ab out your scoundrelism. 
Now 
you go out and make a triumph for 
Mordecai, the Heb rew, whom you 
hate. 
Put the b est saddle on the finest 
horse, and you, the prince, hold the 
stirrup while Mordecai gets on, and 
then lead his horse through the street. 
Make haste!” 
What a spectacle! A comedy and 
tragedy at one and the same time. 
There they go! Mordecai, who had 
b een despised, now starred and rob ed, 
in the stirrups. 
Haman, the chancel­ 
lor, afoot, holding the prancing, rear­ 
ing, champing stallion. 
Mordecai 
b ends his neck at hist, b ut it is to look 
down at the degraded prime minister 
walking b eneath him. 
Huzza for Mor­ 
decai 1 
Alas for Haman I But what a 
pity to have the gallows, recently 
b uilt, entirely wasted I 
It is fifty 
cub its high, and b uilt with care. And 
Haman had erected it for Mordecai, b y 
whose stirrups he now walks as groom. 
Stranger and more startling than any 
romance, there go up the steps of the 
scaffolding, side b y side, the hangman 
and Hainan the ex -chancellor. 
“So 
they hanged Haman on the gallows 
that he had prepared for Mordecai. ” 
ALL IS WRONG IF. THE 
HEART 
ISN’T 
RIGHT. 
Although so many years have pass­ 
ed since cowardly Ahasuerus reigned, 
and the b eautiful Esther answered to 
his whims, and Persia perished, yet 
from the life and death of Hainan we 
may draw living lessons of warning 
and instruction. 
And, first, we come 
to the practical suggestion that, when 
the heart is wrong, things very insiir- 
nificant 
will destroy our comfort. 
Who would have thought that a great 
prime minister, admired and applaud­ 
ed b y millious of Persians, would have 
b een so nettled and harassed b y any­ 
thing trivial? W hat more could the 
great dignitary have wanted than his 
chariots and attendants, and palaces 
and b anquets? 
If affluence of circumstances can 
make a man contented and happy, 
surely Haman should have b een con­ 
tented and happy. 
No; Mordecai’s 
refusal of a b ow takes the glitter from 
the gold, and the richness from the 
purfile, and the speed from the char j 


iots. With a heart puffed up with 
every inflation of vanity and revenge* 
it was impossib le for him to b e happy. 
The silence of Mordecai at the gate 
was louder than the b raying of trum­ 
pets in the palace. 
Thus shall it al 
ways b e if the heart is not right. 
Circumstances the most trivial will 
disturb the spirit. 
It is not » the great calamities of life 
that create the most worriment. 
I 
have seen men, felled b y repeated 
b lows of misfortune, arising from the 
dust, never desponding. 
But the most 
of the disquiet which men suffer is 
from insignificant causes, as a lion at 
tacked b y some b east of prey turns 
easily around and slays him, yet runs 
roaring through the forest at the 
alighting on his b rawny neck of a few' 
insects. 
You meet some great loss in 
b usiness with comparative composure, 
b ut you can think of petty trickeries 
inflicted upon you which rouse all 
your capacity for w rath and remain 
in your heart an unb earab le annoy­ 
ance. 
If you look b ack upon your life 
you will find that the most of the vex a­ 
tions and disturb ances of spirit which 
you felt were produced b y circum­ 
stances that were not worthy of notice. 
If you wrant to b e happy you must 
not care for trifles. 
Do not b e too 
minute in your inspection of the treat­ 
ment you receive from others. 
Who 
cares whether Mordecai b ows when 
you pass, or stands erect and stilF as a 
cedar? That woodman 
would 
not 
make much clearing in the forest 
who should stop to b ind ir> every little 
b ruise and scratch he received in the 
thicket; nor will that man accomplish 
much for tho world or the church 
who is too watchful and appreciative 
of petty annoyances. 
There are mul­ 
titudes of people in the world con­ 
stantly harrowed b ecause they pass 
their lives, not in searching out those 
things which are attractive and de­ 
serving, hut in spying out with all 
their powers of vision to see whether 
they cannot find a Mordecai. 
WORLDLINESS VS. GODLINESS. 
Again: I learn from the life of the 
man under our notice that worldly 
vanity and sin are very anx ious to 
have piety b ow b efore them. 
Ilaman 
was a fair emb lem of entire worldli 
ness, and Mordecai the representative 
of unflinching godliness. 
Such were 
the usages of society in ancient times 
that, had this Israelite b owed to the 
prime minister, it would have b een an 
acknowledgment of respect for his 
character and nation. Mordecai would, 
therefore, have sinned against his re­ 
ligion had he made any ob eisance or 
dropped his chin half an inch b efore 
Haman. When, therefore, proud Ha­ 
man attempted to compel an homage 
which was not felt, he only did what 
the world ever since has tried to do 
wrhon it would force our liolv religion 
w 
O 
in any way to yield to its dictates. 
Daniel, if he had b een a man of relig­ 
ious compromises, would never have 
b een thrown into the den of lions. He 
might have made some arrangement 
with King Darius whereb y he could 
have retained part of his form of re­ 
ligion without making himself so com­ 
pletely ob nox ious to tho idolaters. 
Paul might have retained the favor of 
his rulers and escaped martyrdom if 
he had only b een willing to mix up 
his Christian faith with a few errors. 
His unb ending Christian character w’as 
taken as an insult. 
Fagot and rack and halter in all 
ages have b een only the dilFerent ways 
in which tho world has demanded 
ob eisance. 
It was once, away up on 
the top of the templo, that Satan com­ 
manded tho IToly One of Nazareth to 
kneel b efore him. But it is not now 
Bo Ynuch on the top of churches as 
down in 
the 
aisle and 
the pew 
and 
the pulpit that Satan tempts 
the 
espousers 
of 
the 
Christian 
faith to kneel b efore him. 
Why 
w’as it that the Platonic philosophers 
of early times, as well as Toland, 
Spinoza and Bolingb roke of later days, 
were so madly opposed to Christiani­ 
ty? Certainly not b ecause it favored 
immoralities, or arrested civilization, 
or dwarfed the intellect. 
The genu­ 
ine reason, whether admitted or not, 
was b ecause the religion of Christ paid 
no respect to their intellectual vani­ 
ties. 
Blount and Boyle, and the host 
of infidels hatched out b y the vile 
reign of Charles the Second, as rep­ 
tiles craw’l out of a marsh of slime, 
could not keep their patience b ecause, 
as they passed along, there were sit­ 
ting in the gate of the church such 
men as Matthew, and Mark, and Luke, 
and John, who would not b end an 
inch in respect to their philosophies. 
YET ANOTHER APPLE. 
Satan told our first parents that they 
would b ecome as gods if they would ] 
only'reach up and take a taste of the 
fruit. 
They tried it and failed, b ut 
their descendants are not yet satisfied 
with the ex periment. 
We have now 
many desiring to b e as gods, reaching 
up after yet another apple. 
Human 
reason, scornful of God’s word, may 
foam and strut with the proud wrath 
of a Hainan, and attempt to compel 
the homage of the good, b ut in the 
presence of men and angels it shall b e 
confounded. 
“God shall smite thee, 
thou whited wall.” 
When science 
b egan to make its b rilliant discoveries 
there were great facts b rought toJijght 
that seemed to overthrow tiie truth of 
the b ib le. The archaeologist witli^his 
crowb ar, and the geologist with ¿his 
hammer, and the chemist with ib is 
b atteries charged upon the Bib le. 
Moses’account of the creation.seen led 
denied b y the very structure of fthe 
earth. The astronomer wheeled rocmd 
b is telescope until the heavenly b od ies 
seemed to marshal thennselves a g^ ist 
¡.ho Bib le, as the shirs ini their coqt*! 
fought against Sisera. } 0^servato> j es 


and universities rejoiced at what they 
considered the ex tinction of Christian­ 
ity. They gathered new courage at 
what they considered past victory, and 
pressed on their conquest into the 
kingdom of nature until, alas for 
them! they discovered too much. 
God’s word had only b een lying in 
amb ush that, in some unguarded mo­ 
ment, with a sudden b ound, it might 
tear infidelity to pieces. 
It was as when Joshua attacked the 
city of Ai. 
He selected thirty thou­ 
sand men and concealed most of them. 
Then w ith a few* men he assailed the 
city, w hich poured out its numb ers and 
strength upon Joshua's little b and. 
According to previous plan, they fell 
b ack in seeming defeat; b ut after all 
the proud inhab itants of the city had 
b een b rought out of their homes, and 
had joined in the pursuit of Joshua, 
suddenly that b rave man halted in his 
flight, and, with his spear pointing to­ 
ward the city, thirty thousand men 
b ounded f 1*0111 the thickets as panthers 
spring to their prey, and the pursuers 
were dashed to pieces, while the hosts 
of Joshua pressed up to the city, and, 
with their lighted torches, tossed it 
into flame. 
Thus it was that the discoveries of 
science seemed to give temporary vic­ 
tory against God and the Bib le, and 
for a w hile the church acted as if she 
were on a retreat ; b ut, when all the 
opposers of God and truth b ad joined 
in the pursuit and were sure of the 
field, Christ gave the signal to his 
church, and, turning, they drove b ack 
their foes in shame. There was found 
to b e 110 antagonism b etween nature 
and revelation. The universe and the 
Bib le were found to b e the work of the 
same hand, tw'o strokes of the same 
pen, their authorship the same God. 
A FEW LESSONS PRESENTED.

There is no 
w’onder ab out it. 
Haman has not yet 
got to the top. 
Pride is a commander, 
wTell plumed and caparisoned, b ut it 
leads forth a dark and frowning host. 
We have the b est of authority for say­ 
ing that “Pride goeth b efore destruc­ 
tion, and a haughty spirit b efore a 
fall.” The arrows from the Almighty’s 
quiver are apt to strike a mau when on 
the wing. 
Goliath shakes his great 
spear in defiance, b ut the small stones 
from the b rook Elah make him stagger 
and fall like an ox under the b utcher’s 
b ludgeon. 
He who is down cannot 
fall. 
Vessels scudding under b are 
poles do not feel the force of the 
storm, b ut those with all sails set cap­ 
size at the sudden descent of the 
tempest. 
Again: This oriental tale reminds 
us of the fact that wrrongs wre prepare 
for others return upon ourselves. Tho 
gallows that Haman b uilt for Morde 
cai b ecame the prime minister’s stran 
gulation. 
Rob espierre, who sent so 
many to the guillotine, had his own 
head chopped off b y that horrid in 
strument. 
The evil you practice 
011 
others will recoil upon your own 
pate. 
Slanders come home. 
Oppres 
sions come home. 
Cruelties come 
home. 
You will yet b e a lackey 
walking b eside the very charger on 
w'hich you ex pected to rido others 
down. 
When Charles tho First, who 
hail destroyed Strafford, was ab out to 
b e b eheaded, lie said, *‘I b asely rati 
fled an unjust sentence, and the simi­ 
lar injustice I am now’ to undergo is a 
sensib le retrib ution for the punish­ 
ment I inflicted 011 an innocent man.” 
Lord Jeffries, after incarcerating 
many innocent and good people in 
Loudon Tower, was himself imprison­ 
ed in the same place, where the shades 
of those whom ho had maltreated 
seemed to haunt him so that he kept 
crying to his attendants: “Keep them 
off, gentlemen! for God’s sake, keep 
them off!” The chickens had come 
home to roost. 
Tho b odv of Brad- 
shaw', the English judge who had 
b een ruthless and cruel in his decis­ 
ions, was taken from his splendid 
tomb in Westminster Ab b ey and at 
Tyb urn hungon a gallows from mom- 
inguintil night in the presence of jeer­ 
ing 
multitudes. 
Hamaa’s 
gallows 
came aJittle late, b ut they came. 
Op­ 
portunities fly in a straight line and 
just touch us as they puss from eternity 
to eternity; b ut the wrongs we do 
others fly-in a circle, and however the 
circle maynviden out they are sure to 
come b ack to the point from which 
they started. 
There are guns that 
kick! 
THE TURNS OF FORTUNE’S WHEEL. 
Furthermore, let the story of Ha­ 
man teach us how quickly turns the 
w’heel of fortune. One day, ex cepting 
the king, Hainan was the mightiest 
man in Persia; b ut the nex t day, a 
lackey. 
So we go upland so we come 
dow'n. 
You seldom find any man 
tw'enty vears in the same circum- 
stances. Of those w ho, in political life 
twenty years ago, w ere the most prom­ 
inent, how' few remain in conspicuity. 
Political parties make certain men do 
their hard work, and then, after ushug 
them as hacks, turn them out on the 
commons to die. 
Every four years 
there is a complete revolution, and 
ab out five thousand men who ought 
certainly to b e the nex t president are 


shamefully disappointed; while some, 
who this day are ob scure and poverty 
stricken, will ride upon the shoulders 
of the people and take their turn at 
admiration and the spoils of office. 
Oh, how quickly the wheel turns! 
Ballot b ox es are the steps on w’hich 
men come down as often as they go up. 
Of those w ho were long ago success­ 
ful in the accumulation of property, 
how few have not met with reverses, 
while many of those who then were 
straightened in circumstances now 
hold the b onds and hank keys of the 
nation. Of all fickle things in the 
world, fortune is the most fickle. 
Every day she changes her mind, and 
woe to the man who puts any confi­ 
dence in what she promises or pro­ 
poses. She cheers when you go up, 
and she laughs when you come down. 
Oh, trust not a moment your heart's 
affections to this changeful w'orld! 
Anchor your soul in God. 
From 
Christ’s companionship gather your 
satisfaction. Then, come sorrow or 
gladness, success or defeat, riches or 
poverty, honor or disgrace, health or 
sickness, life or death, time or eter­ 
nity, all are yours, and ye are Christ’s, 
and Christ is God’s. 
MISERY IN ITS WORST FORM. 
Again, this Ilaman’s history shows 
us that outw ard possessions and cir­ 
cumstances cannot make a man happy. 
While yet fully vested in authority, 
and the chief adviser of the Persian 
monarch,and everything that equipage 
and pomp and splendor of residence 
could do were his, he is an ob ject les­ 
son of w retchedness. There are today 
more aching sorrows under crowns of 
royalty than under the ragged caps of 
the houseless. 
Much of the w'orld’s 
affluence and gayety is only misery in 
colors. 
Many a woman seated in the 
street at her apple stand is happier 
than the great b ankers. The moun­ 
tains of worldly honor are covered 
with perpetual snow'. Tamerlane con­ 
quered half the world, b ut could not 
sub due his own fears. 
Ahab goes to 
b ed, sick, b ecause Nab oth wrill not sell 
him his vineyard. 
Herod is in agony 
b ecause a little child is b orn down in 
Bethlehem. 
Great Felix tremb les b e­ 
cause a poor minister will preach 
righteousness, temperance and judg­ 
ment to come. 
From the time of Louis 
the Twelfth to Louis the Eighteenth 
was there a straw b ottomed chair in 
France that did not set more solidly 
than the great throne on which tho 
French kings reigned? 
Were I called to sketch misery in its 
worst form. I w’ould not go up the dark 
alley of tho poor, b ut up the highway 
over which prancing Bucephali striko 
the sparks with their hoofs and b etween 
statuary and parks of stalking deer. 
Wretchedness is more b itter when 
swallowed from gemmed gob lets than 
from earthen pitcher or pewter mug 
If there are young people here who are 
looking for this position and that cir­ 
cumstance, thinking that worldly sue 
cess will b ring peace of the soul, le 
them shatter tho delusion. 
It is no 
wdiat we get, it is what we are. Danie 
among the lions is happier than Neb u­ 
chadnezzar on his throne. 
And when 
life is closing, b rilliancy of worldly 
surroundings will b e no solace. 
Death is b lind, and sees 110 differ 
ence b etween a king and his clown 
b etween tho Nazarene and the Atheni­ 
an, b etween a b ookless hut and a na­ 
tional lib rary. 
The frivolities of life 
cannot, with their giddy laugh, echo­ 
ing from heart to heart, entirely drown 
the voice of a tremendous conscience 
which says: “ I am immortal. 
The 
stars shall die, b ut I am immortal. 
One wave of eternity shall drown 
time in its depths, b ut I am immortal. 
The earth shall have a shroud of flame 
and the heavens flee at tho glance of 
the Lord, b ut I am immortal. 
From 
all the heights and depths of my na­ 
ture rings down, and rings up, and 
rings out tho word ‘immortal.’” A 
good conscience» and assurance of life 
eternal tlnough the Lord Jesus Christ 
are the only securities. 
THE TRIUMPH 
OF THE GOOD INEVIT 
ABLE. 
The soul’s lutppimess is too large a 
craft to sail up the stream of worldly 
pleasure. 
As ship carpenters say, it 
draws too much water. 
This earth is

ment. 
Our days! 
They fly swifter 
than a shuttle, weaving for us a rob e 
of triumph or a garment of shame. 
Begin your life with religion and for 
its greatest trial you will b e ready. 
Every day will b e a triumph, and 
death will b e only a king’s servant 
calling you to a royal b anquet. 
In olden time the man who was to re­ 
ceive the honors of knighthood was re­ 
quired to spend the previous night fully 
armed, and with shield and lance to 
walk up and down among the tomb s 
of the dead. Through all the hours of 
that night his steady step was heard, 
and when the morning dawned, amid 
grand parade and the sound of coro­ 
nets the honors of knighthood were 
b estowed.

S till O pen fo r A d ju stm e n t—G rea t B r it­ 
a in ’s P r o p o sitio n R e jected . 
N e w Y o rk , May 23,—In a special to 
The Herald its W ashington correspond­ 
ent say: 
I learn that at the cabinet meeting it 
was decided to reject the British propo­ 
sition subm itted three wreeks ago for a 
sett Lunent of the Behring Question. Secre­ 
tary W indom wras decidedly opposed to 
the acceptance of the proposal—first 
because its prov isions w ere deemed by 
him entirely inadequate to secure the 
professed object of preserv ing seal life 
in Behring sea, and, second, because it 
v irtually ignored the established posi­ 
tion of the U nited States in that sea 
arising out of its ownership of the parti­ 
ally surrounding shores and of a p*art of 
the islands w ithin the sea; the possession 
of a univ ersally recognized boundary line 
which included in the cession to the 
United States the v ery part of the sea 
wherein alone this country has sought 
to exercise a territorial jurisdiction; the 
inheritance from Russia of a continuous 
claim of jurisdiction 
nev er 
directly 
Questioned nor successfully assailed, and 
the undoubted right that the United 
States ha* to the ejrercise of a reason­ 
able police jurisorjtion to protect its 
own property and interests 
in 
the 
Behring sea and secure to itself the nat­ 
ural use and profit thereof. 
Secretary Blaine did not adv ocate an 
acceptance of the projiosal and thought 
it probably that further negotiations 
would abate the Canadian contentions 
and improv e the positi< n of the United 
States. 
The British proposal, 
being 
without support from either of the two 
departm ents 
immediately 
concerned 
w ith it, necessarily met with rejection, 
a like fate with that which ov ertook the 
preceding American 
proposal in the 
council of the gov ernm ent of Canada. 
I understand that in neither case was 
an acceptance of the proposal anticipated 
by the party subm itting it, but that the 
only result expected from the exchange 
of proposals was the bringing of the par­ 
ties a little nearer together by the elim ­ 
ination of some of the points of differ­ 
ence. 
To some extent, according to my 
information, this expectation has been 
realized, so that the negotiations are 
really in a better state, notw ithstanding 
the rejection of the counter proposals, 
than at the beginning, 
I am adv ised that the next step in the 
negotiations will be the discussion and 
settlem ent of the details connected with 
w ith the action of a joint commission of 
•xperta to prepare and subm it to the 
tw o gov ernments full project as the 
basis of treaty by which the whole ques­ 
tion can be perm anently settled. 
It is possible that the gov ernm ent of 
Russia may be directly represented in this 
commission of experts, but that is a 
m atter which has not receiv ed any con­ 
sideration, and is altogether likely to be 
gov erned by the wishes of that gov ern­ 
m ent at the proper time.

It is thought that Austria 
will take an earnest share in bringing 
about the desired co-operation, as the 
subject is one upon winch the A ustrian 
emperor has heretofore expressed v ery 
decided v iews. 
About nineteen years 
ago Emperor Francis Joseph made a 
proposition, through his m inister, to 
enter into an agreem ent w ith Germany 
for the suppression of Anarchy, but not­ 
w ithstanding that the plan was approv ed 
by Bismarck, the Germ an cabinet took 
no action. 
The countries most in the way of such 
an arrangem ent would be Switzerland 
and England. 
In England v ery decided 
ev idence of actual participation in m ur­ 
der or other serious crimes would be re­ 
quired before popular opinion, always 
powerful in G reat Britain, would per­ 
m it the extradition of an alleged offend­ 
er. 
Little 
Switzerland 
has 
always 
sturdily m aintained the right of asylum 
for men or women flying from politi­ 
cal persecution and it m ight be difficult 
to draw an exact line between such and 
persons whom gov ernm ents like Russia.

Arkansas Letter. 


J u ds o ni a , M a y 22, 18 9 0. 
To th e E d itor of th e R e p u b l i ca n : 
Here I am at my s o d John’s sitting in 
the shade, bnfc not fanned by refreshing 
breezes, for the air is still and the tlier- 
moneter indicates 8 0 degrees at this, 10 
a. m., and of coarse will be mu ch higher 
ere the shades of dewy eve bring cool­ 
ness and comfort to the weary. 
I thou ght I wou ld this morning give 
you a few notes of travel, and at a fu tu re 
¿ate sp eak q{ this cou ntry, its p rodu cts, 
and its p ecnliarites. 
My wife and I left home on the V., G. 
& R. afternoon train, and on arrival at 
Greensbnrg, fou nd Ju dge Bonner await­ 
ing ou r arrival at the dep ot, to condu ct 
u s to his hosp itable and beau tifu l home. 
Here the hou rs sp ed qu ickly by, in the 
p leasu res of social converse with su ch 
genial friends as Ju dge and Mrs. Bon­ 
ner, u ntil time for the 10 p . m. throu gh 
train for St. Lou is. 
We took a sleep er 
and at once retired to rest and sleep . 
The train ran throu gh on the I. & St. 
L. throu gh central Illinois. 
Daybreak fou nd u s at Pana, and from 
there to St. Lou is, a p rairie cou ntry 
greeted ou r view. 
Large farms, good 
hou ses and p lenty of live stock indicated 
a p rosp erou s condition. 
The scenery, 
thou gh u ninteresting to the romantic 
tou rist, had a qu iet beau ty, which was 
ap p reciated by the lover of natu re. The 
vast and u nbroken exp anse of rich and 
fertile p lains had a grandenr of their 
own ; for here indu stry and thrift wou ld 
cau se the teimiu g soil to yield its treas­ 
u res for the comfort and su p p ort of u n­ 
told millions. 
'+ 
At 7 .30 we reached St. Lou is, crossed 
the mighty father of waters and its grand 
bridge, and fou nd ou rselves in the dep ot. 
Then, with every necessary ap p liance 
fou nd in a lu nch basket, and the aid of 
good coffee there obtained, we made a 
hearty breakf. st. 
We took ou r dep artu re on the Iron 
Mou ntain railroad at 9.25 a. m. for Ju d- 
sonia. 
Ou r p assing glances gave u s 
eome idea of the wonderfu l growth and 
develop ment of this great city of the 
west. 
For many miles the road follow­ 
ed the cu rves of the river, being between 
it and the rou gh and sometimes lofty 
blu fifB of limestone. These were gen- 
nerally interesting and often highly 
p ictu resqu e. 
Time and the elements 
had carved many a strange face on the 
cliffs. 
Here were lofty tu rretted castle 
towers; there, cathedral walls, with 
massive bu ttresses ; here, a dark and 
rocky ravine, ru nning away back into 
the cou ntry, and formiDg an cu tlet for a 
stream of ru shing, tu mbling waters. 
In 
many cases there wou ld be a break in 
these rocky p alisades, and it wou ld be 
p ossible, by a winding way, to reach 
the su mmit of the lofty blu ff, which 
was always crowned by some one grand 
stru ctu re of a n te-b ellu m 
days. 
These 
now looked desolate and lonely, the 
wealth of the old p lanters having de­ 
p arted with their slaves. 
Bu t the ou t­ 
look is still magnificent from these 
dome-like heights. The mighty Missis­ 
sip p i still flows on in calm and u nbroken 
majesty at their feet, carrying the com­ 
merce of a continent. 
Their ragged 
walls are made beau tifu l by the creep ­ 
ing vines and clinging p lants that cover 
their faces, and the shru bs and trees that 
shade their su mmits. 
After leaving the river, the scenery 
was tame and u ninteresting. A p oor, 
water sogged soil, with small, bu shy 
trees and almost imp enetrable thickets of 
u ndergrowth—esp ecially when the su r­ 
face was covered with water. 
For miles 
one wou ld not see any attemp t at a farm. 
Occasionally a ru de cabin, with p erhap s 
an acre cleared, wou ld be abou t all that 
showed that civilized man claimed it. 
Farther on the Iron Mou ntains showed 
many a lofty height and wooded slop e, 
and Ironton and other towns indicated 
enterp rise in the develop ment of the 
mineral wealth of the region. 
Bu t still 
there was nothing to attract the atten­ 
tion of the agricu ltu rist. 
The timber 
here was u tilized by nu merou s Baw mills 
and p laning mills ; at many p oints con­ 
stitu ting a great indu stry, and bu ilding 
u p small towns. 
In Missou ri we stru ck the afflu ents of 
the Black river, which increased in 
volu me as we p rogressed throu gh Ar­ 
kansas. 
It is a strange river—deep and 
doggish in ordinary stages, bu t fu riou s 
and headlong when in flood time. 
It is 
continu ally changing its channel and 
su bmerging the cou ntry for miles. 
In­ 
deed, at all times, the bottom lands are 
for a mile on either side covered with 
water. 
There are scarcely su ch things 
to be seen as a bank or other blu ff. 
The 
water is dark and op aqu e, and this has 
given it its name of Black. 
A p rofou nd 
shade, almost Stygean in its ap p rehen­ 
sive gloom, continu ally envelop s it. 
And it is the fit habitat of bears, deer, 
and other wild animals which shu n the 
hau nts of men. 
It is also said to abou nd 
in variou s kinds of fish, some of gigantic 
p rop ortions. 
They have a gar fish at 
Ju dsonia, cau ght ou t of it, measu ring 
seven feet in length. 
It has been dried 
and p reserved. 
It is on this gloomy bu t 
gamey river that ou r friends Ju dge Cu l­ 
len, Johnny Readle, and others take 
their annu al hnnt, getting off at Pop u lar 
Blu ff. 
The Black emp ties into the White 
river. 
After getting below this stream, 
the 
cou ntry 
gradu ally 
imp roves, 
with here and there large stretches of 
cu ltivated corn and cotton fields. 
We 
reached Ju dsonia abou t midnight, and 
remained all night at a very good hotel 
kep t by a Mr. Frost. 
In the morning 
my son took u s ou t to his “Arnold’s 
Home,” in White cou nty, Arkansas. 
In my next I will tell you something 
abou t this cou ntry.

The Second Annual Meeting of the Farmers’ 
Clubs at Milroy.

The u nion meeting of the Farmers’ 
Association, oi Ru sh and Decatu r cou n­ 
ties, at Milrov, according to ap p oint­ 
ment, May 22, was called to order by 
G. W. Reeve p romp tly at 10 o’clock. 
C. I Ainsworth was made p ermanent 
President: G. W. Reeve, of Ru sh, Hon. 
Z. T. Riiey, of Decatu r, Vice-Presidents; 
W. C. Mau zy, of Ru sh, T. B. Peery, of 
Decatu r, Secretaries. G. H. Pu ntenney, 
Robert Montgomery and Senator A, M. 
Kennedy were made committee on reso­ 
lu tions. 
After p rayer by Rev. J. W. Allen, p as­ 
tor of the chu rch, Mr. I. P. Root made 
the welcoming address to citizens of Ru sh 
and Decatu r cou nties in a few ap p ro] r - 
ate remarks, giving all a cordial welcome, 
and imp ressing the imp ortance of edu ­ 
cation of the you ng women and men in 
the p rincip les of farming. 
He made a 
strong argu ment in favor of interesting 
the ladies of the cou ntry in the farmers’ 
meetings, aod insisted u p on an organiza­ 
tion that wonld inclu de the mothers and 
dau ghters with farmers and their sons. 
G. H. PonteDney, in behalf of Ru sh 
cou nty, resp onded to the address of wel­ 
come. 
He thonght he knew the p eop le 
of Milroy. 
He had heard great p raise 
of the meeting last year at that p lace, 
bu t this welcome was so cordial that he 
had come to the conclu sion that the half 
had not been told him of the goodness 
and hosp itality of the p eop le of Milroy 
and vicinity. 
Hon. Z. T, Riley resp onded, in behalf 
of Decatu r cou nty. 
He said that Ru sh 
cou nty is older than Decatu r in its or­ 
ganization of farmers’ meetings, bu t he 
notified the farmers of Ru sh cou nty 
that they wou ld have to “ wake u p ” or 
Decatu r wou ld su rp ass them. 
Farm­ 
ers, as a class, are being more generally 
recognized than they were years ago. 
The trite remarks abou t “mu dsills of 
society” has abou t become obsolete. 
The State Legislatu re 
hts madi rn 
ap p rop riation for the p u rp ose of holding 
farmers’ institu tes in each cou nty, of 
which p rivilege Decatu r cou nty has al­ 
ready availed herself. 
He closed with a 
warm word of thanks for their kind wel­ 
come. 
The Milroy choir gave their welcome 
by rendering some excellent mu sic. 
A p ap er by R. W. Montgomery, on 
“ Dau ghters on the Farm,” followed. 
Mr. Montgomery stated that some far­ 
mers cou nt the dau ghters hardly worth 
raising, while other fathers can not giv^ 
them 
too 
mu ch 
p raise. 
Dau ghters 
shou ’d be edu cated in farming interests, 
not by doing the labor, bu t taaght as to 
the p rofits of growing different grains, 
stock, etc., so they may be help fu l com­ 
p anions and intelligent advisers. 
The 
refiniDg influ ence of a sister u p on the 
you ng man can not be over-estimated. 
The mother cannot entirely fill a sister's 
p lace. 
The evil effects of mortgages 
were grap hically p ortrayed, and the 
sp eaker insisted that the dau ghters be 
tau ght to lend their influ ence against 
mortgages and all financial embarrass­ 
ments. 
To do this they mu st be tau ght 
bu siness p rincip les. 
This excellent p ap er received the 
hearty ap p roval of the entire assembly. 
Short sp eeches on this su bject were 
made by Lu ther A. Donnell and Dr. 
John Moffett endorsing it. 
Mr. McDon­ 
ald made a few hap p y remarks. 
Mrs. 
McGrew then recited “A Mortgage on 
the Farm” in a manner fo p athetic that 
many were moved to tears. 
Adjou rned for dinner. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The afternoon session began with 
mu sic by the Milroy choir, which also 
rendered other excellent selections at 
intervals du ring the afternoon, adding 
greatly to the enjoyment of the associ­ 
ation. 
It was highly ap p reciated by the 
very large au dience. 
The farmers and citizens now in at­ 
tendance had greatly increased, u ntil 
there was not even standing room, and 
many visitors oou ld 
not gain admit­ 
tance. 
The first exercise on the p rogram for 
the afternoon was a p ap er by John F. 
Moses, entitled “ Wives of the Pioneers. ” 
It ou tlined the services of women in the 
settlement and develop ement of this 
cou ntry, and claimed for them fu ller 
recognition and greater credit than it 
has been the cu stom *to give them. 
Next in order was a p athetic story in 
verse, entitled “The Tramp ’s 8 tory,” 
which was most admirably recited by 
Miss Molly E. Peery, and ou ght to 
be heard at every farmer’s meeting. 
“ Fifty Years Ago” was a short p ap er 
by Mrs. S. C. Thomas, who carried her 
hearers back to the old log school-hou se, 
where “ Reading, Writing au d Arithme­ 
tic” were the branches tau ght in those 
p ioneer “high schools.” 
It was inter­ 
esting to all, and p articu larly so to those 
who had gradu ated from them. 
A p ap er by Marshall E. Newhou se, 
entitled, “The Farmer in Politics.” He 
claimed that the farm is the fou ndation 
of every good thing which edu cation has 
brou ght u s. 
The farmer is indu striou s, 
intelligent and sociable. 
Of all classes 
he shou ld be the most faithfu l stu dent 
of p olitics. 
The fou ndation of ou r 
liberty is given away in franchises and 
tru sts. 
The p lace to begin reform is 
right at home. 
We get no legislation 
becau se we are not u nanimou s. The 
farmers are better edu cated men than 
any other class. 
Nearly all the great 
men come from the farm. 
Teach this 
everywhere, that it requ ires a good edu ­ 
cation to be a su ccessfu l farmer. 
It is 
not exp ected that a farmer shcnld leave 
his own p arty to obtain legislation. 
All 
that is necessary is u nanimity and or­ 
ganization. 
He read here a few p rin­ 
cip les which 
he 
thou ght cou ld be 
adop ted by all, and which aro here in­ 
serted : 
1st. We demand tha t Congress sha ll pass 
such laws as shall effectually prevent the 
dealing in lutures of a il agricultural and m e­ 
chanical productions. 
2d. The free and unlimited coinage of silver 
Sd. The passage of laws prohibiting the 
alien ownership of land. 
4th. That ta xa tion, Sta te or Na tiona l, shall 
not be used to build up one interest or class 
at the expense of the other. 
5 th. Opposing trusts. 
6 th. Indorsing the Australian ballot 
tern. 
sys- 


7 th. Insisting on equality of tariff* laws, so 
as to protect all farm products, in proportion 
to m a nuf actured goods. 
8 th. Favoring the election of United States 
Senators by popular vote. 
9 th. Laws to prevent the adulteration of 
food. 
10th. Condemning the single-tax theory. 


The Committee on Resolu tions here 
made their rep ort, as follows : 
Reso lved , By the Farmers’ Association of 
Rush and Decatur counties, tha t the tha nks 
of this Association be extended to the good 
people of Milroy and vicinity, for the cordial 
reception and enterta inm ent given us. 
Reso lved , That these meetings are a source 
of both pleasure and profit to us, and we 
recommend that another union m eeting be 
held in May next, at Rushville, or a t some 
other place to be agreed on by this meeting. 
[The m eeting afterwards fixed the place at 
Milroy. and the tim e, May 21st, 18 90, on the 
invita tion of its citizens]. 
Reso lved , That the thanks of these Associ­ 
ations are heartily tendered to the officers of 
the M. E. church, for so kindly perm itting us 
the use of their elegant and comfortable place 
of worship for our meeting. 
A declamation was then given by Miss 
Bertie Harris, he su bject being “ Old 
Robin.” It was well chosen and given 
feelingly and with good effect. 
It was followed by a p ap er by Rev. 
J. W. Allen, entitled, “ The Hayseed 
Socialists.” He said that a man who 
was laboring to bring abou t a more 
sociable au d a better s ciety was not a 
dangerou s citizen. 
The farmer is no 
longer reckoned as a cip her. 
In these 
days, Mr. Hayseed is a man of brains. 
He is edu cated, au d he is acqu ainted 
with the legislation of tu e cou ntry. The 
soil yields the largest dividend to the in­ 
telligent cu ltivator. There has been a 
notion that to edu cate the son and the 
dau ghter of the farm was to u nfit them 
for the bu siness, by making them dis- 
satisfied with the farm. 
Bu t this has 
been p roven a mistake. 
If the you ng 
man or you ng womau has the fitness for 
the farm, they will stick to it, and the 
edu cation, as given nowadays, will make 
su ccess su re. 
Failu re is made throu gh 
au effort to cu ltivate too mu ch. 
The 
large nu mber of acres cu ltivated are ex­ 
p ected to yield equ ally with the email, 
well-cu ltivated lo t; whereas the well-cu l­ 
tivated lot will dou ble the average yield 
oi the p ocrly-cu ltivated field. 
There are 
farms where the waste is su fficient for 
the su p p ort of the fam ly. 
It is not the 
man that feeds most who has the best 
stock ; bu t the one that takes the best 
care of his stock. 
Next in tu rn came a declamation by 
Miss Mau d Downey. 
No written rep ort 
cou ld do it ju stice. The su bject was 
well chosen, and the rendering p erfect. 
This was followed by a declamation 
by Miss Anna Crawford, wno rendered 
her selection in an excellent 6tyle. 
This closed the exercises of the day— 
a day long to be remembered by all who 
attended the sessions and eu joyed the 
hosp itality of the good p eop le of Milroy 
and vicinity. 
The societies gave a u nanimou s vote 
of thanks to the choir for the excellent 
mu sic fu rnished du ring the day, and 
which added mu ch to the general enjoy­ 
ment. 
On motion, the meeting then ad­ 
jou rned, to mee* the 3d Thu rsday in 
May, 18 91.

Another brief inter­ 
val of abou t ten minu tes and the earth 
began to heave like a tossing sea, rising 
and sinking so that hou ses collap sed, to­ 
tally wrecked, and p eop le were violently 
thrown down and became actu ally sick, 
as if at sea. As standing was imp ossi­ 
ble, they tried to crawl on all-fou rs to 
whatever su ggested shelter, bu t they 
soon realized that all p laces were alike 
u nsafe. 
The earthqu ake was immediately fol­ 
lowed by an ap p alling and u nearthly 
sou nd as of the roar of a thou sand thu n­ 
der clap s, blending with the shriek of 
all the steam whistles and roaring steam 
boilers of earth, and ere the terrified and 
deafened hu man beings cou ld recall their 
bewildered senses they beheld the whole 
mighty cone of Sho-Bandaisan blown 
bodily into the air, where it oversp read 
the whole heavens with a vast, dense 
p all of ashes and mu d sp ray, blotting 
ou t the light of day and tu rning all to 
thick darkness. Ere these had time to 
fall back to the earth there p ou red forth 
dark clou ds of vap or and su ch stifling 
gases as well nigh choked all living crea­ 
tu res. Then leap ing tongu es of infernal 
flame, crimson and p u rp le, seemed to 
flash right u p to the heavens, and after 
ap p alling earth throes were su cceeded 
by showers of red hot ashes, su lp hu r and 
boiling water, accomp anied by fearfu l 
su bterranean roaring and ru mbling, and 
by a ru shing whirlwind of hu rricane 
force, u p rooting great trees and hu rling 
them afar. 
Another moment and there p ou red 
forth floods of boiling liqu id mu d, which 
swep t down the mou ntain side with su ch 
velocity that within a p eriod variou sly 
estimated at from ten to fifteen minu tes 
the scalding torrent was ru shing p ast 
the village of Nagasake, on the brink of 
the Nagase river, having traveled ten 
miles from the crater more rap idly than 
any exp ress train. 
Probably mu ch of 
this flu id mu d was hu rled direct throu gh 
the air, as wa9 certainly the case with the 
many hu ndreds of millions of tons which 
were blown u p at the first exp losion. 
Evidently the earthqu ake mu st have rent 
some su bterranean fissu re, throu gh which 
a great volu me of waters su ddenly p ou red 
into the internal fires, generating a stu ­ 
p endou s volu me of steam, which mu st 
have continu ed to increase and so become 
more and more comp ressed as volcanic 
fires and su bterranean waters continu ed 
their awfu l 
stru ggle, converting the 
fou ndations of the mou ntain into a cyclo- 
p ean boiler, which finally exp loded, with 
the resu lt, a million times magnified, of 
the most awfu l boiler exp losion ever 
known above grou nd. 
The convu lsions of the mou ntain rent 
great chasms from which u p rose jets of 
flame, ashes and boiling water, and many 
of the wretched fu gitives were cau ght u p 
by these awfu l fou ntains and bu ried on 
high with terrific force, to fall back to 
earth all blackened and boiled. Some of 
these p oor corp ses were fou nd cau ght on 
the bou ghs of trees, scalded and mangled 
beyond recognition. 
Others were bat­ 
tered and cru shed by the red hot stones 
and rocks which had been hu rled from 
the crater to the clou ds, and fell back to 
earth with awfu l violence. 
The eru p tion continu ed for abou t two 
hou rs. 
By 10 a. m. its violence was 
sp ent, thou gh for hou rs afterwards the 
grou nd trembled and qu ivered, as well 
it might after so ap p alling a fit of p as­ 
sion. 
Bu t in those two hou rs the whole 
face of thirty squ are miles of cou ntry (in 
the form of a vast fan extending to a 
radiu s five miles from the central crater) 
was totally changed. 
Of the mou ntain 
QQ&e thu s su ddenly transformed into 
a 
steam boiler, there remains now only the 
back; a ragged, overhanging p recip ice, 
rising to a sheer height, variou sly esti­ 
mated at 600 or 1,000 feet above a bot­ 
tomless crater of abou t a mile in diame­ 
ter. Thence, with ceaseless roar, rise 
dense clou ds of su ffocating, su lp hu rou s 
steam, which sometimes clear off su ffi­ 
ciently to allow adventu rou s climbers a 
momentary glimp se of the seething mu d 
below. Those who have ascended that 
remnant of the mou ntain from the slop e 
behind it, and so have reached the brink 
of that p recip ice, have beheld su ch a p ic­ 
tu re of desolation as seems scarcely to 
belong to this earth. 
All that was Little Bandai now lies 
ou tsp read in a thick layer of horrid mu d, 
varying in dep th from 10 to 15 0 feet— 
deep enou gh to efface every accu stomed 
featu re in the whole area—and itself p ar­ 
tially coated with layers of p ale gray 
ashes and black stones and rocks, which 
seem to have been ejected to su ch a 
height as not to have fallen to earth u n­ 
til the awfu l mu d wave had p ou red it­ 
self ou t. It is now described as a wild 
chaos of earth, rock and mu d, in some 
p lace resembling the concrete blocks of 
some cyclop ean breakwater, in others 
rather su ggesting a raging sea whose gi­ 
gantic waves have su ddenly been con­ 
gealed. Of all that made the scene so 
beau tifu l and p leasant not a vestige re­ 
mains—not a blade of grass where lately 
the mou ntain was clothed with sp ringy 
tu rf, not a green leaf, not a sign of life 
—nothing bu t absolu te desolation, with 
a horrid smell rising from stagnant su l­ 
p hu r p ools.—Cornhili Magazine.
